SECTION  C,  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA, 

1 , Sewerage  and.  Sewage  Disposal , 

The  Sewage  Disposal  plant  at  New  Hunstanton  has  operated 
satisfactorily  during  the  year. 

Trouble  has  been  experienced  on  the  South  Beach  as  it  has 
not  always  been  possible  to  operate  the  ejector  which  servos 
this  area  at  sufficiently  frequent  intervals.  The  compressor 
plant  serving  this  ejector  is  worked  by  steam  rtisod  at  the 
Gas  Works,  It  is  hoped  that  during  the  coming  year  steps  will 
be  taken  to  electrify  the  system. 

It  has  not  been  possible  during  the  year  to  proceed 
any  further  with  the  plans  for  the  re-sewering  of  Hunstanton 
North  but  it  is  hoped  that  some  advance  wi}.l  be  made  with  this 
project  during  1950,  In  the  meantime  every  care  is  being 
taken  to  operate  the  existing  disposal  plant  as  satisfactorily 
as  possible.

2,  House  Refuse, 

The  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  has  boon 
maintained  during  the  year,  and  during  the  summer  months 
twice  or  thrice  weekly  collections  have  be^-n  maintained 
at  all  business  and  catering  establishments.
